Plans for expediting the Cen¬ 
tral avenue extension into Pasa¬ 
dena so as to take advantage of 
the present low cost of construc¬ 
tion were discussed at a long 
conference last night between the 
City Council and O. A. Gierllch, 
engineer in charge of Sierra 
Madre's end of the project. 

It is believed that if the work 
is under way within a short time 
it will be possible to push it 
through considerably under the 
original estimates, which were 
made when materials were bring¬ 
ing almost peak prices. It was 
pointed out, however, that with 
the gradual return to normal 
business conditions, prices have 
begun to ascend and that speed 
is of vital importance if the pub¬ 
lic interest is to be conserved. 

Possible methods for further 
savings to the affected taxpayers 
were discussed at length, in the 
hope that a way might be found 
to allay opposition that has 
arisen among property holders 
along a section of Colorado street, 
in Pasadena, and in the county

Other than this there has been 
no great, outstanding issue in 
the gpibernatorial campaign .since 
all three candidates early in the 
fight pledged themselves to cor¬ 
rect the "taxation without ade¬ 
quate representation" situation In 
the Southern counties.

Montecito avenue is finally to 
be improved from Lima street to 
Sunnyside avenue. After a long 
struggle the city has acquired 
possession of two strips of land 
about half a block in length and 
the original resolution of inten¬ 
tion, passed on August 12, 1926, 
will now become effective. Bonds 
for this Improvement were issued 
last fall and the City Council 
voted last Saturday to proceed 
with the improvement at once. 

Difficulty in acquiring the land 
tied the hands of the city for 
over four years. After the con¬ 
demnation of the land in 1926, 
Mrs. Vera E. Colwell, owner of 
a 500 foot parcel of land which 
would have been awkwardly bi¬ 
sected by the improvement, tried 
to prevent the city from pro¬ 
ceeding. The city finally won the 
case by default when Mrs. Col¬ 
well's lawyer failed to appear at 
a final hearing early this year. 
■With the closing of this case, ac¬ 
tion was assured and the city | 
council at a regular adjourned 
meeting last Saturday drew up 
plans and specification for the 
paving of the two .sections of 
Montecito avenue which will com¬ 
plete it from Lima street to 
Sunnyside avenue. 

A license agreement was made 
with the Durite Asphalt company 
which in addition to the Monte¬ 
cito paving will include paving 
of a small section of Lima street 
along the prolongations of north 
and south Montecito property 
lines. 

The Council adopted a resolu¬ 
tion to establish a rate of $1.82 
per $100 of assessed valuation on 
municipal improvement district 
No. 1 for interest and sinking 
fund on the swimming pool. This 
rate will be down to 80 or 90 
cents next year, but the current 
rate is high because it Includes 
last year’s uncollected tax.

of Mrs. W. L. Hibbs are timely. 
Here i.s her method for fresh 
fig pickles: 

7 lbs, figs, 4 lbs. sugar, 1 
pint vinegar, 1 teaspoonful 
each of cloves, allspice and 
cinnamon, >2 teaspoon mace: 

Wash figs in strong solution 
of bicarbonate of soda. Boil 
five minutes. Drain and wash 
in cold water. Mix sugar with 
vinegar. Put spices in a small 
cheesecloth bag and boil in 
sugar-vinegar solution for five 
minutes. Drop in figs and 
bring to boiling point, for 4 
I days in succession. The last day 
boil syrup until thick. Put figs 
in this, boil once more. Then 
pack in jars and seal. 

This is Mrs. Hibbs recipe 
for Watermelon Pickle: 

Peel green rind from water¬ 
melon. Cut rind in pieces and 
cook slowly until tender in the 
following syrup; 3 cups sugar, 

2 pints water, 1 pint vinegar, 
11 ii tablespoon whole cloves, 2 
tablespoons cinnamon. j 

Allow to stand in syrup over i 
night. Next day pour off liquid ! 
and boil down to a heavy I 
syrup .Heat pickles to boiling I 
in this syrup and seal hot in j 
jars.

Plan Letfislation To Protect 
Agriculture From 
Growing Herds 

k'arrn advisers throughout Cali¬ 
fornia have been instructed to 
make a careful survey of the 
damage done this year by deer 
and other wild, protected animals 
and birds, with a view to the 
preparation of legislature calcu¬ 
lated to minimize their depre¬ 
dations. It is expected to assume 
the form of bills extending the 
open sea.son for deer and some of 
the other animal.s until their 
number has been greatly reduced. 

The present system of game 
protection has rapidly increased 
the number of deer and their in¬ 
roads upon farm crops repre.sents 
a serious annual loss to agrcul 
ture in countie.s where wild life 
abounds. Orchard c.-aps are being 
depleted, entire fields of lettuce 
and truck crops are being de¬ 
stroyed, and the raids on alfalfa 
acreage is bringing a heavy loss 
to farmers. 

Wild pigeons have also become 
a crop menace, entering orchards 
and vineyards in great flocks, 
breaking down branches of fruit 
trees and destroying crop laden 
vines. 

The wild life of the state is 
controlled under regulations of 
the State Fish and Game Com¬ 
mission nad the farm bureau will 
cooperate with the commission in 
an attempt to develop repellants 
or more efficient regulatory mea¬ 
sures.

TIMELY SUGGESTIONS 

LL deciduous fruit trees 
nr A^l irrigated after 

they are through fruit- 
KSbSIj ing. It is during the late 
summer that they form their 
fruit buds for the coming season. 
As the trees can only take up 
food through the sap that flows 
In the tree they must have plenty 
of moisture so that the sap can 
form. 

After Matilija Poppies luive 
bloomed and tiie foliage becomes 
ugly. It can be cut back. Just 
leave enough foliage so that the, 
plant can breath. It there is some \ 
new growth coming up from the! 
roots, all of the older growth oan 
be removed. 

Those who nave avocado trees I 
of the Ward variety should look 
to see if they are ben,, ing too 
heavily this year. If so they 
should be thinned. One fruit to a i 
twig is quite enough. Even it ^ 
four or five fruit are hanging on 
a cluster, pull off all but one. I' 
know this takes nevre for they i 
look so fine hanging there. But 
it is so much better lor the tree 
and for the crop next year and i 
also the fruit that remains will 
be so much larger. 

Now, above all other times, you ■ 
should have ant poison in jars 
about the garden. The ants are 
more active than ever at this 
time of the year and they can 
cause no end of mischief by oar- ' 
rying pests from plant to plant. 

Blackberries can be pruned 
now. Cut out the old canes tlial 
bore fruit this spring and sum- ‘ 
mer. The nw growth will bear 
next year. 

We have found that the best 
method of catching gophers in 
the garden is to set wire traps 
in the runway. Dig down until 
you reach the horizontal run¬ 
way and set a trap on both sides. 

It is nut too late to plant zin¬ 
nias for fall bloom. If you have 
young plants out now, keep pinch¬ 
ing them back until you get 
strong, stocky plants. They will 
then have large flowers with long 
stems. Dust occasionally with 
sulphur to keep off the mildew. 
Plants .should be at least a foot 
apart.. So many make the mis¬ 
take of planting bedding plants 
too close together. 

Statice, planted now, will bloom 
all winter. Their large clusters
